Another suggestion was that a State ex- 
pert be appointed for the purpose of visit- 
ing different institutions and examining 
books. It was thought by some that it 
would be difficult to find a man with suf- 
ficient stamina for a position of this kind, 
but it is believed that if such position is 
created George E. Pratt, present Republ- 
can secretary of the Board of Examiners, 
whom Gov. Budd has refused to remove, 
will be the man. Another suggested re- 
form is that all contingent funds received 
by any State institution be paid into the 
State treasury, not to be drawn out except 
upon warrant. It was explained by Secre- 
tary Pratt, taking the Stockton Insane 
Asylum from a number of instances, that 
$12,000 wae paid in annually by patients 
and other sources. This sum is expended 
as the asylum board-sees proper, does not 
go into the treasury, and the Board of Ex- 
aminers has nothing to do with it.

| Annual Meeting of the Regents—The

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23. — The annual 
meeting of the board of regents of the 
Smithsonian Institute took place today.

Orange are reported in 
fine condition from all sections of South- 
ern California, and shipments on a’ large 
scale will soon commence. It is said that, 
so far from the rain injuring the or- 
‘anges, it has been of positive benefit to 
‘them, having washed the fruit and 
brought out the “olor. Orders from the 
Bast continue to be received and for the 
next couple of months the exchanges and 
commission houses will be kept busy in 
filling them. The hard feeling between the 
commission men and the exchanges does 
not appear to be diminishing. The sooner 
the commission men make up their minds 
‘that the exchanges have come here to 
stay the better it will be for them. As is 
natural in a new e the officials 
of the exchanges have made mistakes, and 
be doubtless make more, but to think 
of abandoning the system on this account 
would bé about as reasonable as to talk 
of giving up the postoffice department be- 
cause some of the postofſice officials should 
make mistakes of judgment. There is 
plenty of room—there will be plenty of 
room for some years to come—for both 
the exchanges and the commission men.

It is not only the orange growers who 
are likely to have a good market for 
their fruit during the next few months. 
The dried fruit market, which has been 
in the dumps for some time past, is look- 
ing up. Advices from the Eastern mar- 
kets state that dried peaches of all grades 
are more active and are quoted at from 
6 to 8% cents. Dried apricots are also 
stronger at 5½ to 7 cents. In prunes the 
improvement is specially noticeable. All 
of the best northern grades of prunes 
have been gobbled up and what remains 
are @ poorer quality, selling at 5 cents 
per pound for the four sizes in carload 
lots. For months past the dealers in dried 
fruits have been trying to bear the market, 
causing all sorts of discouraging reports 
to be published, but they cannot succeed 
in keeping prices down any longer and 
those growers who have had the sense 
to hold on to their fruit until the present 
time will reap the benefit. Of course in 
some cases growers who wished to hold 
their crops have not been able to do so 
for financial reasons, and in such cases 
they are to be pitied. The Santa Clara 
Fruit Exchange has done much good 
work in publishing useful information for 
deciduous fruit men and in holding the 
market firm.

Its allegations, unfortunately 
for the people, are based upon a solid 
foundation of truth. The Reilly bill 
is unquestionably a measure cunningly’ 
devised. to legalize the piracy which 
wrecked the Central Pacific, and to 
relieve the responsible parties from 
the payment of its debts. ‘Public sen- 
timent in this State is overwhelm- 
ingly against the Reilly bill. As the 
people of ‘California are the principal 
ones interested in this question, a de- 
cent respect for their wishes demands 
that the measure be defeated. 

The government would better fore- 
close ite mortgage, take possession of 
the road, and resell itgfor what it 
will bring, than to become a party to 
the. fraud contemplated in the fund- 
ing scheme. The claims against the 
Stanford estate, Huntington, et al., 
should be pressed as vigorously as 
possible, in the meantime. 


POST-BELLUM TREASON. 


In an evening session of the House 
of Representatives recently, Mr. Jones 
of Virginia declared that he had spent 
more.days and nights in the trenches 
around Richmond, and, though but a 
mete boy, had borne his musket longer 
and further than many of the thou- 
sands who are now enjoying pensions 
and living upon the bounty of the 
government. “In which trenches?’ in- 
quired a member. “On -the side of 
the Confederacy,” replied Jones. “A 
‘cause of which I am as proud today, 
though it went down in defeat, as I 
was when, filled with boyish enthu- 
siasm and patriotic aspirations, I es- 
poused it.” 

At another meeting, a few evenings 
later, Representative Tolbert of South 
Carolina personally declared that, “as 
to the lost cause, it is the everlasting 
cause, and can never be lost, because 
it is the cause of liberty.” Then Jones 
again declared that he was proud of 
the lost cause, and that he still main- 
tained, as he had always maintained, 
that the cause was right. 

Such language as this, uttered on 
the floor of the national Congress, is 


not merely in bad taste—it is treason- | 


able. If uttered at a certain period 
in the nation's history. not so very re- 
mote in the past, it would have sub- 
jected the men who uttered it to ex- 
pulsion from Congress, if not to se- 
verer punishment. Such sentiments 
are scarcely more exeusable now than 
they were at the time when treason 
was more odious than it now appears 
to be. 

It is only through the unbounded tol-. 
erauce and generosity of the Ame 
can people that pardoned but u 
pentent traitors are permitted 0 
spawn their treasonable venom on the 
very floors of Cong Whether it 
is good policy to allow such things to 
pass unrebuked is hardly a debatab'e 
question. 


A joint resolution ma been intro- 


‘duced in Congress by Representative 


Linton of Michigan, for an amend- 


ment to the Constitution, providing 


that “neither Congress nor any State 
shall pass any law respecting an es- 
tablishment of religion, or prohibiting 
the use thereof, or use the property or 
credit of the United States, or any 
money raised by taxation, or author- 
ize either to be used for the purpose 
of founding, maintaining or aiding, by 
appropriation, payment for services, 
expenses, or otherwise, apy church, 
religious denomination or religious so- 
ciety, or any society, institution or un- 
dertaking, which is wholly or in part 
under sectarian or ecclesiastical con- 
trol.“ Such an amendment would be 
in harmony with the spirit of our in- 
stitutions, and, if submitted to the 
several State legislatures, would 
doubtless be ratified by more than 
the necessary three-fourths majority! 


The Chicago Tribune—a’ Republican 
journal with very wobbly tariff 
views—recommends American sheep, 
raisers, instead of organizing to se- 
cure higher duties on wool, to “look 
on the meat and the lambs as the 
main source of profit, and the wool 
as an incidental.

ng at the business before the board. 
F. C. Howes was heard in regard to a 
petition of J. L. Walton, Arthur Thomp- 
son and J. C. C. Pierce for permission 
to erect a tent, structure for use as a 
skating rink oh Broadway near Seventh 
street.

A CITY ELECTRICIAN: 

The election of a city electrician was 
next taken up and Commissioner Kuhrts 
nominated M. P. Thye,; the incumbent. He 
said that during the past two years while 
Thye had been electrician there had been 
no trouble with the fire alarm system. 
Before Thye’s incumbency there had 
been a great deal of trouble from false 
alarms. The elaborate apparatus at pres- 


ent in use had been installed by Thye en- 


tirely without expert assistance... 
Commissioner Vetter said that Thye | 
had explained to him in regard to 
the holding of certain money belonging 
to the city; that he had received certain 
small sums for the salé of old junk belong- 
ing to the department. The part payment 
on such a sale had deen retained by him 
until the whole amount was collected, so 
he could deposit the full sum in the city 
treasury together.

A 
bill has been drawn up by Ben W. Hahn 
at the request of leading temperance peo- 

ple, which will be sent to Sacramento with 
a petition to Senator C. M, Simpson, ask- 
ing him to introduce it and strive to se- 


cure its passage. Copies of the petition | 


and draft of the bill are now being cir- 
culated for signatures, and are being so 
numerously signed that it is expected that 
when the prayer goes to the capital, which 
it must within a week, it will bear a thou- 
sand names. The full text of the desired 
Dill 1 here reprinted, that it may be 
studied by those in favor or against it. 
As will be seen, it contains some novel 


features. The document, after the super- 


scription, reads: 

“We, the undersigned qualified electors 

of Pasadena and vicinity, do hereby peti- 

tion that you present the fo 
to the Legislature, and use every ‘honor- 
able means in your power to influence 
the passage of the same. 

“No person shall sell, or give away, 
malt, spirituous or vinous liquors, unless 
he shall first give bond in the penal sum 
of $5000, payable to the State of California, 
and to be approved by the board of super- 
visors of the county in which said liquors 
ate sold, or given away, conditiomed that 

‘ he will not violate any of the provisions 
ot this act, and that he will pay all dam- 
ages, fines and penalties and forfeitures 
which may be adjudged against him under 
the provisions of this act. 12 5 

“The board taking such bond may ex- 
amine any person offered as security upo 
any such bond, under oath, and require 
him to subscribe and swear to his state- 
ment in regard to his pecuniary ability. to 
become such surety, and if said surety ig in- 
sufficient in the opinion of said board, 
said bond shall not be accepted. 

„Any bond taken pursuant to this sec- 
tion may be sued upon for the use of any 
person, or his legal representatives, who 
may be injured by reason of the selling or 
giving away of any intoxicating liquor, by 


the person or his agent or servant. 


“No person who is holden as the prin- 
cipal or surety upon any bond given un-

upon any other bond of like character. 
All persons who shall sell or give away 
upon any pretext malt, spirituous or 
vinous liquors, or any intoxicating drinks, 


without first having complied with the 
‘provisions of this act, shall for each or- 


fense be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction thereof, shall be 
fined not less than $100, nor moe than 
3500, or be imprisoned not to exceed one 
day’s imprisonment for every $2 of the 
fine, and shall be liable to the public 
and to individu the same as he would 
have been, had he given bonds. ' 

“The persons or persons selling or giv- 
ing away any intoxicating liquor shall 
pay all damages t the community or 
individuals may sustain in consequence 
of such traffic. He shall support all 
paupers, widows and orphans, and the 
expense of all civil and criminal prose- 
cutions growing out of, or justly attrib- 
uted to his traffic in intoxicating drinks, 
said damages and expenses to be recov- 
ered in any court of. competent juris- 
diction by any civil action on the bond 
named and required in sec. 1 of this 
act, a copy of which, properly authenti- 
cated, . be taken in evidence in any 
court of justice in the State. 

„When any person shall become a county 
charge by reason of intemperance, a suit 
may be instituted by the proper authori- 
tles on the bond of any person who may 
have been in the habit of selling or giv- 
ing intoxicating liquors to the- person: so 
becoming a public charge; provided, that 
the person against whom a judgment may 
be renderec under the provisions hereof, 
may recover by a similar action a pro- 
portionate part of said judgment from 
any and all persons engaged in said traf- 
fic, who have sold or given liquor to such 
persons becoming a public charge, or to 
any person committing an offense. 

“On the trial of any suit under the pro- 
visions hereof, the cause or foundation 
of which shall be, the acts done or in- 
juries inflicted by a person under the in- 
fluence of liquor, it shall only be neces- 
sary to sustain the action, to prove that 
the defendant or defendants sold or gave 
liquor to the person so intoxicated, or 
under the influence of liquor, whose acts

spondence.) Constable B. Micehner of El- 
sinore came into the city last night and 
reported that A. Jepson had shot one 
H. G. Baker in the leg early yesterday 
morning at the Frank Heald mine.

-had been too familiar with the person 
of Miss Belle Jepson, daughter of the 
irate father, who did the shooting. Baker 
had been keeping company with the girl 
for several months.

Dewy at Elsinore, and served two months 
in the County Jail for the offense.

His 
time having expired lately, he went to 
work for the Heald Mining Company. 
Jepson, who, was working at the Go 

Hope mine, learning of the location ‘of 
Baker, and, many promises of marriage 
having been broken by the fellow,*armed 
himself with a shotgun early Tuesday 
‘morning and went gunning for the young 
man. He approached near. enough to the 
house, where Baker had stayed all night, 
to be in easy range, and waited for Baker 
to make 
learning of Jepson’s presence, put on a 
bold front and went out with a rifle in 
hand. Jepson got the drop,” however, 
and commanded Baker to drop his gun, 
whieh was done, and made the remerk 


that he would marry the girl. He seems 


to have changed his mind a few minutes 
later, as he started to leave on a run. 
But his Nancy Hanks gait did not avail 
him, however, as against a load of shot 
from Jepson’s gun. The young man was 
“winged,” and begged for mercy, repeat- 
ing the promise that he would marry the 
girl, providing he should be spared to do 
so. By direction of Jepson the wounded 
man was removed to Jepson's own cabin, 
where he is being arded, under the 
doctor’s care. Constable Micehner having 
been notified of the affair, and arriving 
on the scene was at once dispatched to 
the county seat to procure the necessary 
marriage license to make Mr. Baker and 
Miss Jepson one. The load of shot took 
effect in the lower part of one of the 
legs, Jepson not intending to kill his 
man. The physician says the wound is a 
bad one, as many of the shot have pene- 
trated to the bene. Jepson has not been 
arrested, nor is it likely he will be, from 
the fact that the whole mining camp ap- 
proves of his actions. The e will 
take place as soon as the constable re- 
turns with the license, as Baker has not 
changed his mind since his last promise.

MRS JOSIE M’GINN’S ATTEMPT 
Ax SUICIDE. 


| Swallowed an Ounce of Laudanum,

but She Was not Permitted 
to Accomplish Her 
Purpose 


Mrs. Josie McGinn, stepdaughter of John 
C. Platt of No. 134 South Olive street, was 
picked up by the patrol wagon in a sup- 
posed dying condition at the corner of 
Franklin and New High streets, and with 
her sister, Miss Grace Platt, was taken to 
the Receiving Hospital. She was there 
treated for laudanum poisoning and by the 
efforts of: Police Surgeon Bryant and as- 
sistants, her life was saved. She. had 
ewallowed about a third of a two-ounce 
bottle of the drug. 

Offieer Mercer sent for the patrol wagon 
at about 6:30 p.m. He saw the large crowd 
gathered around the two young women, 
and as Mrs. McGinn was in an apparently 
serious condition, he rang in the summons. 

rags Platt did not know at first what 
the’ tter with her sister was, and was 
highly indignant because a hack was not 
summoned, as she requested, so they could 

go to their home. She stated to a Times 
8 that her sister told her she was 
not feeling well, so she advised a walk. 
They left their home on Olive Court and 
walked over ‘the hill down town. At the 
foot of the terrace steps on Broadway Mrs. 
McGinn complained of feeling weak, but 
they contniued down Franklin street. At 
New High she gave out completely and sat 
down on the stairway to rest. It was then 
Miss Platt requested a man in the corner 
clothing-house to secure her a hack. 
asked her sister what her trouble was, and 
she replied, I have taken laudanum.” 

Beyond that she said little and refused to 
be questioned. However, when ehe finally 
left with her mother, she was in‘good con- 
dition, though very weak, and made some 
explanations. The mother was summoned 
from home at about 9 o’clock and was 
greatly worried over the occurrence. She 
said she had had some little trouble with 
her daughters and had occasion to speak 
severely to her daughter Josie during the 
afternoon, at about 5 p.m. The daughter 
then left the house and she had not seen 
~ 4 since until she saw her in the hospi- 


. young woman had gone upstairs to 
her room after the scolding, and had fixed 
up her, hair preparatory for the walk down 
town. On the bureau was a quantity of 
glycerine and laudanum that was used for 
ear troubles, and this, in a moment of im- 
pulsive despair, she swallowed.

The sis- 
ter was very much surprised at the occur- 
rence, and could give no other reason for 
Mrs. McGinn’s action. The latter is a 
widow with a well-grown girl of 10 years. 
She is about 28 years of age.
